the word Kissinger. A search of our database indicates that we have never received a FO 
request from you on 18 September 2018 on this subject. We will process this status request as an

After reviewing the substance of your request as it is currently written, our office is reaching 
back out to you because this search cannot be conducted as our records are not configured in 
way to limit that search without it being overly burdensome. This requires the agency to conduct 
a broad comprehensive search for emails using only a “phrase” or term that produces a 
voluminous amount of emails and then to unreasonably open and examine each mai 
determine the limitation of your specified pages as defined in your request. Therefore, your 
requesUs declined as it is unreasonably burdensome.
